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THE SHIP MAY-FLOWER. 


The necessary preparations having been made, and the 
arrangements settled for the voyage to America, two small 
vessels were purchased, one in Holland, called the ‘‘ Speed- 
well,” of about sixty tons burthen, —the other, called the 
‘“May-F lower,” of one hundred and sixty tons, which was 
to await their arrival in England, where they expected to 
be joined by some others of a like mind with themselves. 

The “ Speedwell ” was finally abandoned, and the band 
of Pilgrims embarked in the “‘ May-F lower,” at Plymouth, 
England, on the 16th of September, upon the voyage which 
has rendered their vessel and themselves alike immortal. 

In our day it would be considered somewhat hazardous 
even with the greater knowledge which we possess of the 
sea, and the securities which science has enabled us to 
gather around us, to attempt this ocean voyage in a little 
vessel of the size of the ‘‘ May-Flower,” — and the hazard 
would be regarded as much enhanced by the clumsiness and 
apparent unseaworthiness of the craft. But, small as she 
was, clumsily and tub-like as she was modelled, the ‘‘ May- 
Flower,” breasted well the billows of the Atlantic, rode out 
the fierce north-easters of the equinox, and struggling gal- 
lantly onward with her precious freight, finally brought the 
little band in safety to the destination prepared for them 
by Providence. 

Nor was this her only service in the cause of New Eng- 
land colonization. 

In 1629, she was still engaged in crossing between Eng- 
land and America, carrying a company of Mr. Robinson’s 
congregation, who had remained in Holland up to that 
time ; — and again, in 1630, July Ist, O. S., she arrived in 
Charlestown harbor, bearing a portion of Winthrop’s com- 
pany, who laid the foundations of the Massachusetts col- 
ony. What finally became of her is unknown.

Month of fue, befides many godly Chriftians, there came 
over three Minifters ; two of them, Mr. Skelton and Mr. Hig- 
ginfon, were Non-conformifts, who having fuffered much. in « 
their Native Land upon that account, they came over with a _ 

profeffed intention, of practifing Church-Refor mation: -the 

third Minifter Mr. Bright. was a Conformift, who not agreeing . 
in judgement with the other two, he removed to Charlfown, - 
where alfo.not agreeing with thofe godly Chriftians there that, - 
were for Reformation, after one years ftayin the Country he 

returned for England, But Mr.-Higginfon and Mr. Skelton, - 


dernefs, acquainted. the Governour Mr. Endicet, and the ref 
of the godly People whom they found Inhabitants of the place,

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andthe chief. of rhe Paffengers that came over with them, with 
their profeffed intentions, and confulted with them: about 
 fetling a.Reformed Congregation, from whom they found a 
«general and hearty Concurrence,fo that after fome Conference 
together about this matter, they pitched upon the 6th of Auguft 
for their encring into a folemn Covenant with God,and one an- 
other, and alfo for the Ordaining of their Minifters, of which 
ahey gave notice to the Church ef Péimoxth (that being the 
onely Church chat was in the Country before them) the people 
-made choice of Mr. Skelto for their Paftor, and Mr, Higginfox 
for their Teacher. And accordingly it was defired of Mr. 
_ -Eligginfon to draw up a Confeflion of Faith and Covenant in 
Scripture-language, which being done, was agreed upon. 
And becaufe they forefaw chat this Wildernefs might be looked 
_ uponds a place of Liberty, and therefore might in time be 
troubled with erroneous fpirits, therefore they did put in one 
Article into the Confeffiox of Faith on purpofe about rhe Duty 
~ and Power of the Magiftrate in Matters of Religios, Thirty 
> Copies of the forefaid Coxfeffion of Faith and Covenant being 
written out for the ufe of thirty perfons who were to begin the 
“Work. Whenthe fixth of Avguf came, it was kept asa day 
of Fafting and Prayer, in which after the Sermons and Prayers 
_of thetwo Minifters, inthe end of the day, the forefaid Con- 
feffionof Faith and Covenant being folemnly read, the fore- 
_ - named perfons did folemmly profefs their Confent thereunto: — 
_andthen proceeded to the Ordaining of Mr. Skeltew Paftor, 
> sand Mr, Higgin(on Teacher of the Church there, Mr. Brad- 
— ford the Governour of Plimoxrh, and fome others with him, 
coming by Sea, were hindred by crofs winds that they could 
— notbethere at the beginning of the day, but they came into 
~ the Affembly afterward, and gavethem the right hand of fel- 
Jowfip, withing all profperiry, and a bleffed fuccefs unto fuch 
good beginnings, After which, at feveral times. many others 
-- <joyned to the Church in the fame way... The Confeffion of 
- Faithand Covenant forementioned, was acknowledged. onely 
~ asa DireGion pointing unto tha Faith and Covenant contained 
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in a holy Scripture, and therefore no man was. confined unto 
thar form of words; but onely to the Subltance, End and Scope 

35 the matter contained therein: And for the Cireumftantial 

manner of joyning:to the Church, it’ was ordered according 

tothe wifdome and faichfulnefs of the Elders, together with ~ — 
the liberty and ability of any perfon. Hence it was;-that fome ~ 
were admitted by exprefling their Confent to-that written Con- 
fiffion of Faith'and Covenant, others did anfwer to queftions ° 
about the Principles of Religion that were publickly propound- 
ed to them, fome did prefent their Confeflion in writing, .- 
which was read for chem; and fome that were able-and wit 
ling, did make-their Confeflion in their own words‘and-way*: 
A due refpect was alfo had unto the Converfations of men, ~ 
viz, that they were without Scandal, Bur {ome of the Paf- - 
fengers that came over atthe fame time, obferving that the 
Minifters did not at all ufe the Book of Common-Prayer, and > — 
chat they did adminifter Baptifm and the Lords Supper without - 
the Ceremonies, and:that they profeffed alfoto ufe Difcipline 
in the Congregation againft {candalous perfons, by aperfonal © 
application of the Word of God as the cafe might require , - 
and that fome that were feandalous were-denied admiffion into > 
the Church, they beganto raife fome trouble: of thefe Mr. — 
Samuel Brown and his Brother were the chief, the one being'a > — 
Lawyer, the other a Merchant, both of them amongkt thenam= ~ 
ber of the firft.Patentees, men of Eftates,: and’men of Parts 
and port in the place,’ Thefe two Brothers gathered aCom+ 
pany. together in-a placediftin@ from the publick Affembly,and 
there fundry times'the Book of Consmon-Prayer was read unto 
fuch as reforred thither; | The Governour Mr. Ezaicor taking 
notice of the difturbance that began to grow amongft the peo- 

_ ple by this means, he convented the two Brothers before him: 
They accufed the Minifters as departing from the Orders of the 
Church of England, that they were Separatifts, and would 

be Anabaptifis, Gc. but for themfelves, thiy would held to the 
Orders of ‘the Churth of England. The Minifters anfwered — 
for chemfelves,. They. were neither: Separatifts nor eae as E 
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eae! 


they did not feparate from the Church of England, nor from the 


Ordinances of God there, but onely from the Corruptions and Dif- 


orders there; and that they came away. from the Common- Prayer 
ana Ceremonies, and had fuffered much for their Non-Conformity 


_intheir Native Land, and therefore being in a place where they 
- might have their liberty, they neither coula nor woula ule then, be- 


caufe they judged. the impofition of thefe things tobe finful Cor- 
ruptions inthe Worlhip of God. The Governour and Council, 
andthe generality of the people, did well approve of the Mi- 


nifters Anfwer : and therefore finding thofe two Brothers to — 
— beof ‘high Spirits, and their fpeeches:and practifes tending to 


Mutiny and -Faction, the Governour told them, That New- 


England was no-place for fuch as they, and therefore he fent

Church when the Lords Supper was to be Adminiftred, and the 
| Chille then publickly and perfonally owning the Covenant of 
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the God of ‘his Father, he was. admitted unto the Lords'Supper? | ~ 
it being then profeffedly owned, according to 1 Cor, 7. 14. that 
the Children of the Church are holy unto the Lord as well as 
their Parents, accordingly the Parents owning and retaining the 
-Baptifm, which they chemfelves received in chetr Infancy, in 
cheir Native Land, as they had any Children born, Baptifm was 
adminiftred unto them, vz. to the Children of fuch as were - 
members of that particular Charch. mages 
Mr. Higginfon lived but one year after the ferling of the 
Church there, departed this life about the fame time the next 
-year, inthe Month of, Auguft, 1630. Mr. Skelton lived ‘until 
the year 1634. when he alfo quietly flept'in'the Lord, ‘and were 
both buried at Salem. As itisan honour to: bein Chrifttbe- 
fore others, as in Rom.16. foalfoto be firftin the Lords work, — 
and to be faichful in it, as thefe two holy men were, who-made _ 
fuch a’ beginning in Chureh-reformation., as was afterwards — 
followed by many others, JL CEL Cb 8 PO7kd SES oS 29 
In the year 1634. Mr. Roger williams removed from 
Plimouthto Salem: he had lived about three years at Flimouth, | 
where he was well accepted as an affiftant in the Miniftry to 
Mr. Ralph Smith; then Paftor of the Church there, but by de 
wrees venting of divers of his own fingular opinions, and-feek~ 
ing to impofe them upon others, he not finding fuch a concur- 
rence as -he expected, he defired his difmiffion to the Church of — 
Salem, which though fome were unwilling to, yet through the — 
‘ prudent counfel of Mr. Brewfter. (the ruling Elder there) _ 
fearing that his continuance amongft them might caufe’ divi- 
fions, and-there being then many able men in the Bay, they 
would better deal with him then themfelves could, and forefee- 
iag(what he profeffed he feared concerning Mr.williams,which — 
afterwards came to pafs ) that he would run the fame courfe 
of rigid Separation and Anabaptiftry,which Mr. 7oha Smith the 
Sebaptilt ac Amfferdam had done; the Church of Phmouth — 
‘confented to his difmiffion, and fuch as did adhere to him were — 
; ‘alfo difmiffed, and removed with him, or not long after hin to! 
- Sahm, He came to Salem in the time of Mr, Skeftons weaknels, 
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“Gifted, bur grew more violent in his way, infomuchas he ftaying ta 
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‘who lived, not long after Mr. Williams was come, whereupon 
after fome time, the Church there called him to office, but he 
having-in one’ years time, filled chat place with principles of 
rigid feparation, and tending to Anabaptiftry, the prudent 
Magiitrates of the 442/fachufers Jurifdiction, fent to the Church’ 
of. Salem, defiring them to forbear calling him to office, which 

they not hearkening to, wasa caufe of muclr difturbance , for 
Mc. #itliams had begun, and then being in office, he proceeded 
more vigoroufly to vent many dangerous opinions, as amongf 
many others chefe were fome , That it ts not lawful for an un- 
regencrate manto pray, nor to takean Oath, and in fpecial, not the 
Oath of Fidelity tothe Civil Government , nor was it lawful for a 
godly man to have communion either in Family Prayer, or in an 
Odth with (uch as they judeed unregenerate: and therefore he - 
himfelf refufed che Oath of Fidelity, and taught others fo to do: 


 alfo, That it was wot lawful fo mach as to hear the godly Atinifters 


of England, when any occafionally went thither, & therefore he ad- 
monifhed any Charch-members chat had done fo, as for hainous 
fin: alfo he fpake dangerous words again{t the Patent , which 
was the foundation of the Government of the AZaffachufets 
Colony: alfoheaffirmed, That the Adaciftrates had nothing to 
doin matters of the firft Table, but only the fecond , and that there 


 frould be ageneral and unlimited Toleration of all Religions, and - 


for any man to be punifbed for any matters of his Confcience, was 
perfecution,. And further he procured the Church of Salems 
-confent unto letters of Admonition, which was written and 
fent by him intheir name,to the Churches at Bofton,Charltown, - 
New-tomn( now Cambridge ) &c. accufing the Magiftrates that 


- weremembers of the refpective Churches, of fundry hainous ' 


offences which he laid unto their charge, and though divers did’ 


© acknowledgetheir error and gave fatisfaction, yet Mr, -#il- 
’ Lams himfelf, notwithftanding all the pains that was taken with: 


him by Mr. Cotton, Mr. Hooker,and many others, to bring him 
_to@fight of hiserrorsand mifcarriages, and. norwith{tanding 
‘ allthe Courts gentle proceedings with him, he not-only per-_ 


: at 
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at home in his own houfe, fent a‘ Letcer; which was délivered - 
and readin the publick Church affembly, the {cope of which? 
Was to give them notice, That if the Church of Salem would mor 
feparate not only from the Churches of Old-England, but the 
Churches of New-England too, he would feparate from them = the 
more prudent and fober parvof the Church being amazed at 
his way, could not yield unto-him: whereupon he never came'to” 
the Church Affembly more, profeffing feparation from'them as. 
Antichriftian, and not only fo, but he withdrew all private re 
ligious. Communion from aay that would hold Communion 
with the Church there, infomuch as ‘he would noc pray nor’ 
give thanks armeals.with his:owm wife-nor any of his. family, 
becaufe they went, to the Chutch Affemblies : divers of the 
weaker fort of the Church-members, that had-been throughly 
_Teavened with his Opinions, of which number were divers wo- 
men that were zealqus.in their way, did by. degrees fall off to 
him,infomuch as he. kept a meeting in his own houfe; unto 
which a numerous company did refort, both on the Sabbath 
day and at other times,1n way of feparation from, and oppofi-. - 
tion to the Church Affembly there, which the prudent Ma~ 
giltrates under ftanding, and feeing things grow mote and more’ 
towards a genera! divifion and difturbance, after all other means» 
ufed in vain, they paffed a fentence of Banifhment againft him 
out.of the Adaffachufets Colony, as againft a difturber of the 
peace, both of the Church and Common-wealth,. 5 
_ After which Mr. williams fat down in a place called Provi- 
acuce, Out of the AdLaffachufers Jurifdicion, and was followed by 
many of the members of the Church of Salem, who did zea- 
foufly adhere to him, and who cried out of the Perfecution.that 
was again{t him: fome others alfo réforted to him from other 
parts. They had not been long there together, but from rigid 
feparation they fell to Anabaptiftry, renouncing the Baprifm 
which they bad received in their Infancy, and taking upanother 
Bapufm, and fo. began a Churchin that way; but Atr. williams 
itopped not there long, for after fometime he told the people 
that had followed him, and joyned with him ina mew Baptiim,

they went abroad upon their oceafions, and all this theymight eafily 
dowith little danger to themfetves : the which courfe being held, 
they well (aw the Englith would not long fubfift, but they would — 
either be flarved with hunger, or forced to forfake the Country: 
with many like things, infomuch thatthe Narrbaganfets were 
once wavering,-and were half minded to have made peace with « 
them, and joyned againft the Exglifi, but again when they 
confidered how much wrong they had received from the Pe- 
_ guots, and what an opportunity they now had by helping the. 
fxclih, toright themfelves, revenge was fo {weet tothem, as 
_ it prevailed above all the reft, fo asthey réefolved to joyn with 
with the Exglifh againft them, and fo did.
